That lire miles fremthe hauen 
a ſhip. laden with cazne belonging to the Centurion of Genoa, 
was calf awap, and therewith 100. matriners; 70, ſouldiers.

They wiite from Sictlie, that there departed 
from Palermo foure (1ppes, laden with.biſkets, and flue mo2e 
ready to depart laden likewiſe with biſkets. - 

On wedneſdap mozning a counſell was called at Monteca⸗ 
tallo wherein was pꝛopounded by the cardinall of a quaunia the 
church of Dnarem under the pzincipalitie of Berna, there was 
alſo pꝛopounded the biſhopꝛicke of Cardoua in Spaine in the 
bebalfe of the biſhop of Conia, and this mull be pzopounded in 
the perſon of an other Spantard. 

The knight Tomaſo Tomaſi, who was ſent ambaſſadeꝛ in- 
to Spaine by the duke of Parma, is gone (they ſap) to thanke 
his maieſtie, foꝛ hainng giuen him a wife, and in particular, one 
that is alied to the pꝛince his ſanne, | 

On ſaturday there tame a poſt vnto the lo ope, ſent to him 
krom the cardinall Taruggi with newes, that hee had laboured 
and concluded a peace betweene the Dukes ok Mantua and 
Marma: and therefo2e(ſay.they) that theſe two pꝛinces wil pers. 
ſonally mecte each other at-Rlegio in Lombardy where the

They wꝛite from Amſtz:d:m the 17. of this pꝛeſent mo- 
neth, that they haue newes, that parte ofthe ſaid Spaniſh 
flete was arrived in Bꝛitaine: That Graue Mauricets de- 
parted from the Hage, with purpoſe ta take the fielde, and 
that there are ſundꝛie Shippes laden with Coꝛne come in⸗

The Spaniards are of late gone towards Perghe in cer⸗ 

taine Teſſels built on the Rhein, carrying with them 
great pꝛouiſion, and much floze cf potwder , but it is not 
knowne what they purpoſe to attempt.

It is ſaide foꝛ tertaine, that the Popes hokneſſe will by 
ali meanes haue the rents of all the offices foꝛ two moneths 
fo: the warres of Hungary, foꝛ which cauſe alſo it is thought 
that the people ſhall be charged with a certaine ſumme of 
money. . | 

They wate from rarma of Sinior marco Farneſehis art- 
uall, who is loked foꝛ here,being ſent by the Generall A !- 
dobrai dino, to infoꝛme the Pope what power the Empe⸗ 
rour ſhall haue fo2 his warre againſt the Turke: but ſome 
— that the ſaid Loꝛdes returne is foz certaine diſcon⸗ 

entes. 

It is here repoꝛted, that Don Iohn de Media is gone fo 
Caſteldit with the great Dukes Galleis, and certaine ſhips 
laden with Munition, to aſſure altogether-that F92trefle, 
by buildiug a new Foztein the Jfland of Cachuſtraſle, fram 
Wycuce tyey may batter Cajteld.

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On Lhurſday theſe companies of Souldiers did all de 
parte on their touraey towardes Hungarie, mar ching with 
great ſpede, ſo that there is hope that they wil ſhoꝛtly ariue 
in thoſe parts. 

Ther waite from Bologna, that Sinior Marco pio, and Or- 
tauio Anogodro, tame nere to the wailes of the ſa aide Cit⸗ 
fie,and were diſcouered by the Courte as bamiſhed men: 
they were purſued, but in vaine, fo2 they ſaued theinſelues 
within the territoꝛie of Ferrara, onely a Gentleman of their 
company was taken and impꝛiſoned. 

Smior Ottauio Maſſimi, who was kept in pꝛiſon by the 
Duke of Segni vpon ſuſpition and iealouſie of his Mife, be 
ing ſet at libertie and on his iourney towardes Rome „had 
fire Harquebuz ies diſcharged on him about th2ee miles on 
this fide S Fiora, one of which ſtroke him into the head, 
whereot he dycd pꝛeſentip. 

Newes came on Mondap that the Cardinall of Saint 
Clement, Legate in la marca d Ancona, hath taken either 
aliue oꝛ dead, all the Banditi whish troubled that pꝛouince. 

Signoꝛ Cumillo Capizucchi wil depart from hence to 
wards Hungarie, and the voice gocth that he ſhal bo made 
Campe-mnaiſter in the Chꝛiſtian Armie. 

Cardinall ¶aruęgi aàrriued this euening, being returned 
from Lombardie, who hath eſtabliſhed a firme peace be 
tweene the Dukes of Parma and Mantua, and hath fo:

T Vey wꝛite from Genoa the tenth of this moneth, that 
two Galleys of Sauope arrtucd there to iopne with the 
other, foꝛ the conucping of the Pzince Doria into Spaine, 
with Sunor Gambacortas fotemen, which arriue daylp at 
the Foꝛde: and the voice gocth, that the ſayde Pꝛince will 
—— the comming of the Neapolitane fotemen 
fo2 whom he hath ſent. 

They weite from Alba-Tulia the 14. of Apꝛill, that the 
two Chnuſſi which were ſent from the great Turke to the 
Pꝛince, were diſpatched back againe by his Highneſſe, who 
ſent with thema E — ok his Court, on whit affaires 
it is not knowne. That the Turkes haue built a Bꝛidge 
on the Kiuer of Danby , wherevpon ſome great hurte is 
doubted. There was luke wiſe repoꝛte of a mightie Tur⸗ 
kiſh armie ſctting foꝛwarde, wherecf his. Pighnelle did 
ſpcTily aduertiſe the Empero2, counſelling him fo pzepare 
koz warre with all expedition. 

Thep waite ala from Vienna on the tenth of the ſame 
moncth, that there was made pꝛouiſian foꝛ warre, but not 
C thꝛoughly as were requiſite. That they foztificd certaine 
Baſtions there, the vopce ſt ill holding, that the Gardens 
and houſes nere the walles thould be thꝛowne downe, and 
the Trenches enlarged. That 170. foõtemen of Strigonia 
being all Wallons and Italians, put to flight i 500, Tur⸗ 
kiſh Moꝛſſemen in the Jfle of Strigoma, of which number 
none eſtaped, the moſt parte perithed in the water, which 
ſcemeth miraculous!, That the Boꝛes were ſtill executed, 
anda hundꝛeth moze cf them bꝛought to Vienna, amonalt 
whom were fome of the chiefe. * 

They wꝛite from OO ge 1 1 or mus 5 pzeſert mo⸗ 

neth, 
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neth, that the Palatine of Chionia did fill perſiſt in his 
contumacie, leauing Souldiers, and pꝛeparing fo? warre 
of his owne authozitie: whereby the King (hall be con⸗ 
ſtrained to vie foꝛte againſt him, which may þ2ee>2 ſome 
greater matter, but there is hope that the Eſtates will be 
mediatoꝛs betweene them fo2 the pꝛeuenting of fariher 
troubles, And there is no farther talke of his HBarcſtics 
tourney into Suetia, ſinte the Palatine of Vilius anſwere at 
the Parkament,to his Commillioners. 5 

There are moꝛe certaine newes by letters from Con- 
ſtantinople, that Cicalà was not called backe vnto Porte. 
But contrariwiſe that the great Turke hath appointed 
hin to tarrie ſill at Argyrore, towardes which place a cer⸗ 
taine number of Souldiers was to be ſent to renew and 
{rengthen the garriſons of thoſe frontiers. The Perſtan 
hauing in Laine demaunded reſtitution of certaine #02 - 
trefles , acco2ding to pꝛomiſſe made in the articles of the 
peace: and therefo2e the vayce held, that he purpoſe d to 
take armes againſt the ſaid gran Sinwr the great Tucke, 
which entended not to make any reſtitution at all. And 
that Mhomet Baila was made Captaine gencrall of the 
armie in Hungaric. 

There are ni wes from Turinby Letters, of the first 
ofthis pꝛeſent moneth, that the Duke of Siu e made p2r- 
paration to palle the Bountaines , ſo ſone as Mendoza 
Captaine of the Ho2ſemen of Miila:ne ſhould iopyne with 
him, and hath in the meane time lent a Sarriſen to Sul 
San Sem, (which is not taken by Di-were, as it was re 
poꝛted) and to other places. All which, nofv;@-ifanding 
ſome iuppoſe that there is hope af pꝛolonging tho tr uce, als 
though Diꝛhera be in armes, and hath ratled ail Daviphiacy 
Prouence, A uuerne, and other coumtties adiacent , hatung 
uke wiſe attempted to raiſe the Svirzers. 

There are farther newes bꝛought from Nienmm, that the 
afoꝛcſaid ouerthꝛow of the Turkes at Srigorza, hath auch 
W 3 | cure 
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encouraged the inhabitants both of the vpper and lower 
Hungarie, which offer theinſelues with all readineſſe to 
perfoꝛme their vttermoſt againft the common enenne. It 
is pet farther repoꝛted, that the Emperour will marche 
fo:th in perſon, if the Turke come to the ſiege of View. 


But others affirme, that there is atreatie of peace , and 
that the Pꝛince of Tranſiuana will be a mediatoꝛ between 
them, which ſeemes to many a thing very vnlikelp. 


Fo? ſo much as is vet knowne , the contreuerſies be- 

twerne the Dukes of Parma and Mantua are very well de⸗ 
te rmined, and thꝛough the diligence of Cardinall Taruggi, 
and the great wildome of the moſt excellent Duke of Fer- 
rara. ; 
They waite from rraghe bearing date the tenth of this 
pꝛeſent moneth, that Sinior Gio: Franciſco Aldobrandino, 
did on the ſame day depart towardes Vienna with ſeauen 
Coaches, and that the Marquiſſe of Borgari muſt ſhoztlye 
follow him. And they had intelligence that the Turke ha⸗ 
ning ſent 60co. Janiſaries to aſſure the paſſages thꝛough 
Tianſiluania, Mo!dama , and V.ilachia ; the Iranſtluamans 
and Valachians ioyning their foꝛces, had encountered and 
foilde the firſt Squadꝛon, in ſuch fo2te that fewe eſcaped, 
and that they went foꝛwarde to ſerue the other Squadꝛons 
in like manner. Asalſo that the Bulgarians taking armes 
haue done ſome ſpoile vnto the Turkes. 


There d ce letters ſent from Rome, that the Cardina'l 
Archduke hath renounced his Hatte vnto the Pope , and 
his Archbiſhopꝛick of Toledo to Don Sacio de Valor: Tu- 
fo: to the Pꝛince of Spaine, reſeruing to himſelfe the pen⸗ 
ſion of a hundꝛed thouſand Crownes, and that his High⸗ 
nelle hath in Dowie the allignements of Poꝛtugall, 
Which amounteth to foure hund2: thouſand 3 


I, 
with the pꝛetentions of the Infant ( daughter to the king of 
Spaine)his Wife to the Dutchie of Bꝛitaine. 


Ile are adnertiſed from Auguſta, that there arriued 
at Olimo fire thouſand fotemen, and two thouſand hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, all Vallons, which marche into Hungarie. 


It is alſo repoꝛted that the moſt excellent rroutdicore 
Benbo hauing taken certaine of the vicorciu and ſent them 
to Segna, they were pꝛeſentix truſſed vs vp: which is an 
eu ident ſigne that the houſe of A uſtriais willing to make 
all the ſetiſfaction he may, to this moſt excellent ſtate. 


There came alſo the Loꝛd ArrideoBorgonia Cup⸗bea⸗ 
rer to the Emperours Eaieſtie ſent aout the ſame matter. 
and being diſpat ched here he mult paffe pꝛeſently to Tir 
bine, to treat with that Duke, but vppon what affaires, 
it not as pet well knowne. 

They repoꝛt from Millain that the Flozenfines hauc 
d:tuen the zfrenthmen from Cacaſtras o2 caftledit. 


That the truce with Sauoy, was prolonged vntill the 
fifteenth ofthis ntoneth,andthat the ſaide Duke had (cat 
another Gentleman to the moſt Chꝛiſtian King, it is net 
knowne wherefo:e. 


That the Knight Landriano was taken at Millan, and 
fent ts Malta, foʒ what cauſe, it is not knowne. 


Fram Venice the thirtitliof

1 Bey wats from Genoa the ſeuent&nth of this pꝛeſent 
moneth of the arriual there of Signoz Francclco de 
* Vier 
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Vera a @paniard, and of the @enato2 Maionoldi of Mil- 
ane, Which is now made Regent of that Citie in Spavie, 
in tze place of Brugnolo , whois choſen P2eſidenf,oftic 
Counſell of Millne, as alſo of the arrival ofthe Comen⸗ 
datoꝛ Tomo Tomaſi tbe Duke of Farmas Ambaſſadoz, 
all which purpoſe to paſſe into Spam with the Pꝛince Do- 

a, who hath licence from the Senate, and is gone tos 
wardes ryoglio and Loano, whence on munday next hee 
vil! depart, there being already twelue Gallies ſent to the 
tw2>e to take in the fotmen. 


There were newes from Cremora, that they vnder⸗ 
{ed by letters from Miilanc, where there arriued a poſte 


from Lyons, that the Spamaides haue taken the towne 


of Nlaſiers in Champaigne. But ſmall credite is giuen to 
thele news, ſith the laſt letters from iullane doe menci⸗ 
no ſuch matter. 


There came letters from Conſtantinople bearing date 
the leuenteenth ofthe laſt moneth, that Cicala hauing fi⸗ 
nallie clearsbhimlelke tothe Sultane, hould returne to 
Conſtamimopie, and that it was likelie he hou'd bee made 
chiele Uiſir, it being alſo thought that hee ſhou'de bee ſent 
Ocneraliinto Hungarie, and that then the grand Signoz 

ud not goc incite, 


That there is a, wonderfull ſcarcitie, eſpeciallie of 
beazes . 

That there are ſundꝛie ipeches and opinions touching 
the Armic, ſome ſuppoſing that onlie ſome fewe Sall'cs 
Gali be ſent fw:th : But if certaine articles betweene the 
grande Steno: and the Bing of France were agrcevon, 
ihat then his Bighnelle would fend 70.02 80. Gallics to his 


Ade. 


That the repoꝛt of tlie Catholique Ringes pꝛottedinges 
in 
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in pꝛeiudice of the French kings Paieſtie, was much 
diſpleaſant, and that the great Turke was deſirous that 
the moſt Chꝛiſtian Ring ſhould accept the capitulations 
offered, that he might after ward ſend fooꝛth a Fleet of 150 
Sayles to hurt æ ſpoyle the Catholique King by al meanes 
poſſible, That vpon Cycalas comming the great Turke 
would go to Adrinopol to encourage his people, being ens 
fo:ced to dꝛawe them fooꝛth by wonderful thꝛeates, they 
were ſo diſmayed, fearing ſome greater loſle then they had 


ſuſtained the veare befoze. And that to make them be- 


leeue that he means to take the field, the Standerd which 
is woont to be bozne befoze him was again diſptayd. That 
the Mulſti aud other Papalsi conſulting togither, had plain⸗ 
lie tolde the grand Signoꝛ, that he ſhoulde not ſuffer him⸗ 
ſelfe to be ruled by the Sultan which were herewith much 
offended. 

It is ſigniſted by letters from Vienna, bearing date the 
17. ofthis pꝛeſent moneth, that the Baſſa of Bolsina with 
a good number of Souldiours will lay ſiege to Caniſa, ex⸗ 
pecting the grande Signoꝛs power: and the imperial Taps 
taines haue now thought on ſundꝛie meanes foꝛ the reſcug 
ing ol that place. That the Turkes of Papa. Veſprino. 
Palotta. S. Martin ànd other places aſſemble themſelues at 
Iaurino, ſcouring the plaines and making no account of our 
Foꝛces. that on the day aboue witten the Generall Al- 
dobrandino came to Vienna and was met by Archduke 
Mathias: that the Marquiſſe of Borgari and Signoꝛ Fe- 
ranti di Roſsi wil ſhoꝛtlie likewiſe be there: that the Pꝛince 
of Tranſylvanias wife was looked fo2, as alſo the Puance 
of Anholt which (they ſay) ſhall be made Archduke Maxi- 
milians Lieutenant. That the Tranſvlvanian hath euer⸗ 
thꝛwn ſixteen. thouſand Turks and Tartars of Valachia 
and Moldavia. 

They weite from Twin of Mendozzas arriuall which 
offered great ayde to the Duke of Savoy if the Frenchmen 
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ould ffirre. That it was againe repoꝛted how the ſaide 
Gouernour of Ve 2 had intelligence with the Cardinall 
Archduk, the ſaid Gouernoꝛ being ſomewhat ſuſpected by 
the King, Andit was thought that the ſaid Cardinall had 
reſolucd on that enterpꝛiſe, making ſhew outwardhe as if 
he purpoſed to aſſault ſome other place. That his High⸗ 
nelle of Savoy hath ſent away Ma:tinengo with other Caps 
taines and all the fotmen,towardes C zambert „where the 
whole Armie ſhould aſlemble, it being held foz certain that 
the warre ſhal continue, howſoeuer the truce be pꝛolonged 

They wꝛite from Lyons the 14. of this pꝛeſent moneth 
that Diguiere and the Gonernoz of la Franche Contee did 
meete together and after conference determined that the 
ſaid Diguiercſhould make roads into Savoy and Piemont, 
the Baron of Luz into la Franch Contee and that Moun- 
ſieur du Perauitſhould ſcowꝛe the countrey aboue fro Mon- 
tezelo. Although that the foꝛces of Sauoy together, with the 
ade ſent from Millan, did exceed their number. They waite 
from Paris, that the king was till at S. Germans, purpo- 
fing immediatlie after he had cleared hunſclfe , to goe vnto 
the Camps in Picardie, which conſiſteth ofa thouſand fwt- 
men and : 500, hoꝛſe beſides as manie moze which are to 
come with the Bing, 

They watte from Marſiglia that thoſe inhabitants were 


all mooued with the newes 5 of Cachaſtraſſe, and did there⸗ 
foꝛe builde a foꝛt ouer againſt it to beat and reduce it again 


to their ſubiection. 

We are aduertiſed by letters from the ſea that the Clar- 
riſsimo Paſqualigo , Captaine ofthe Gulfe hath taken thace 
Turkiſh Foyſts and two Bzigandines being part ofthoſe 
that ſpoild the ſhip Sylueſtra. The Turkes were all put to 
the lwoꝛd: and it is repozted that they found aboue ſeuen 
thouſand Crownes in ready copne and much of that mar⸗ 
chandize which was abooꝛd the ſaide Ship, which together 
with the money ſhal remain to the ſaid Dignoz Paſqualigo 

and 
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and two Captaines of two other Gallies, which at that 
time were with him. 

They waite from Alba Iulia, that the Turkiſh power 
doth dayly increaſe towards Danuby, that they are now 
allready fiftie thouſand ſtrong, and haue built a Bridge, 
foz which cauſe the Tranſiluanian made all pꝛouiſion netcel⸗ 
ſarie, doubting greate inconuemencz, if the Turkes ſhould 
bend their fozce againſt him, and his ſuctcours be ſlowe in 
tomming. 

They wate from Milane the 2 8. of this pꝛeſent moneth, 
that they haue intelligence from Spaine, how the Catho⸗ 
lick King is in perfect health and gone to EIcuriall. That 
the Earle of Fuentes doth with all dilligence pꝛepare foz 
warre . That the King of Fez is in armes againſt the 
Spaͤniard, and hath layde ſiege to Centra , That the Duke 
of Sauop made pꝛouiſlon to withſtande Dighera, who was 
counſelled by Monſieur Iacob late being returned from Pa- 
ris, that he Sould pꝛouide fo2 warre , becauſe the Souldiers 
of Don Altonſo de Aualos were not vet gone, but would 
tarrie certaine dapes at the ſaid Dukes requeſt, 


From Venice the 6. of June, 1597. 

We were aduertiſed by the laſt moneths letters frone 
Conſtan: inople of the Greeke Patriarchs death, in 
Whoſe place he of Alexandria a Grecian alſo ſhall ſuccœd, 
with condition that he labour foꝛ a peace with the Empe⸗ 
rour , the Tranſiluanian and Michael the Voiuoide of 
Vallachia. | 
They waite from Genou the 24. of the laſt moneth, how 
the Galley Royall with others, wente towardes Poggio, 
there to take in the Pzince Doria, who was onthe fifteenth 

day fo depart foz Spaine, _ | _—_— 
There came letters from Vienna, bearing date like wile 
the 24. day, how the Chziſtians going by night to Torts 


ew down 1 of the gates, and ſo taking it, flew all the 
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Turkes within. Wherevpon new pꝛouiſion was made 
of men and munition fo2 the keeping of that place, being 
a verie fitte paſſage from Buda to Alba egale. They 
ſigniſie alſo how the Siculy offered the Pꝛinte of Tranſilua- 
nia, thatifhe would graunt them their their auncient Lt- 
bertic, that then they would aide him with fifteene thou⸗ 
ſand men, alledging that the cauſe of their returne to the o⸗ 
bedience of that houſe, whereofthe ſaid Y2inces Mife doth 
liimcally deſcend, is to eſchcwe the daungers which are 
likely ts enſue of the wars. 

They wzite from Tautimio, that Dighera, beſides his 
greate pꝛeparations fo! warre, hath leuied a new ſire 
thouſand men moꝛe in Doulpline, and in Burgoine a farre 
greater number. Fo2 which cauſe (as they ſigniſie from 
Nlillain) the duke of Sauoy hath molt earneſtlp intreated 
the Cunſtable that he ſhould not ſend away the troupes in⸗ 
to Flaunders. 

It is farther reported that they of Ciambrie did mutiue 
and refuſed to haue Souldiers in their houſes. 


They wꝛite from Marſiglia, that the Duke of Guiſe was 


at high woꝛdes with certaine Loꝛdes of Prouence: Where- 
vppon the Parliament of Arx, vndertokc to paciſie and a- 
gre them. 


They waite ſrom Cracouia, that there are great fo2ces. 


ſent dayly to the frontiers of Hungary, and fifteene thouſand 
hoꝛſemen in a readynes to march into Toldania, vppon 


ſome new ſuſpicions of the Tranſiluanian betwene whom 
and the two bꝛeethꝛen Bartori: there are ſome controuer⸗ 


fies newly ſpꝛong: But Malaſp na the Popes Nuncio 
ſought by all meancs to atcoꝛde them. The Ruſlian Empe⸗ 
ro is yet aliue, contrary to the foꝛmer repoꝛte, but true it 


is, that he was cuen at the point of death. There was ſpeech - 
that another Ambaſladoꝛ ſhould be ſent vnto him with pꝛe⸗ 


fents and offer of ayde againſt the Turke, who hath of late 


greatly moleſted him by ſtirring vp againſt him a faction 
1 
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in the fauour of one who intends to ſut ceꝛde in that king- 
dome after the ſaide Emperoꝛs diſceaſſe. 

There came letters from Paris, bearing date the twelfe 
ofthe laſt moncth, which ſigniſieth that the ing did on the 
ſame day depart towarde Picardie, Monſieur 1 remowlic 
being in the field with 1500. Bozſe , and 20co, fotemen le⸗ 
uied out of Poi ou. That there doe daily reſozt vnto his 
Paieſtie great foꝛces from all parts of the kingdom, wher⸗ 
by it is thought the number of his armie will amount to 
thirty thouſand fighting men all French, beſides the Swit- 
zers, Engliſh, Scottiſh, and Dutch, which he will haue in 
pay : ſo that the warre will now be greater then euer it 
was. Corſo is gone into Languedock to aſſault the Spa- 
niards from the ſide of erpig 2nan- The Marqueſſe du Dont 
is at the Courte about his mariage with the Kings ſiſter, 
which together with a hundꝛeth other chiefe perſonages 
ſhould become Catholick. 

The newes from Sicill is, that in ſome poꝛts of that J⸗ 
land certaine Venecian ſhips were ſtayde to be ſent into 
Spaine with men, Biſcots and other p2omfions , sut of 
which ſaid ſhippes the great part of the Parriners fled, bes 
cauſe they would not be emploped in that voyage. 

There are farther newes from V iemna,that the ſurpꝛiſe 
of Tatta was atchieued by Signior Polfi, who hauing left 
there a thouſand. Souldiers fo2 defence of the ſaid place, 
went to iopne himle!fe with Nadaſd: and ether paincipall 
Captaines , whoſe number will be in all eyght thouſany 
fotemen, and two thouſand hoꝛſe, all olde Zouldiers, with 
which power and other fozces that daily reſoꝛte vnto them, 
the ſaide Captaines purpoſe to vndertake ſore other en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe, befoꝛe the enemy ſhall haue aſlembled his whole 
armie, which he cannot do befoze the 24. f July. Thal 
there were ſent many ſpies from Vienna te terkaine Cialis 
lages, and about a hundꝛeth moze of the chice lc of the re⸗ 
bellious Boes were put to death. 
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Weſides the two hundꝛeth fotemen which were bzonght 
hither the other day by Todino, there are come two hun⸗ 
dꝛeth moꝛe, leuyed by Conte V gocione Rangone, who are 
on the Sea ie, and mult be ſent to the Generall Bembo 
into Dalmatia , vnleſſe this moſt excellent Senate ſhall 
otherwiſe determine. f 
They waite from Flaunders, that thoſe of Amiens haue 
put foꝛth of the Towne to the number of cyght hundꝛeth 
women and childzen, by reaſon of ſome wante of vicuals, 
and that they might the better holde out. 

They repozte yet farther from Vienna, that the Garri⸗ 
ſons of Comar and V war iopning theinſelues , made a rode 
within eyght myles of Bud: , and wone a place called Fel- 
uar, killing many Turkes, and taking twentie pꝛiſoners, 
which place hainng ſacked they ſet on fire. 

That Suuor Polfis Lieutenant in Strigonia had ſent vnto 


him a Turke who was taken with letters about him. 
That at the winning of Tatta they toke the Begli and 


other ;p2incipall Turkes . That they haue intelligence 
from Tranſy luania, how that people hath graunted to the 
Pance foure Flozence of eucry houſe. 

They waite from Milane that Don Alfonſo de Aualos 
his tropes began to marche thꝛough Flaunders towardes 


Sauoye, and that the Duke thereof would haue no longer 


truce with Fraunce vnleſſe it were foꝛ two oz thꝛe pceres, 
but eyther abſolute peace oꝛ warre , becauſe theſe ſhoꝛt pꝛo⸗ 
longings did put his ÞPighnelſe to as great charges, 
as he ſhould be at an action of warre: wherefoze 
he made great pꝛeparation, as did alſo 
Dighera on the other fide,
